Morgau secured the first material con­ 
cession that has been made to him by 
the senate in connection with the Pan­ 
ama canal treaty with Colombia. This 
consisted of an agreement to attach 
the Spencer canal act bodily to the 
treaty. This change was made in com­ 
pliance with a request presented by 
Senator Lodge during the day’s execu­ 
tive session of the senate Tuesday for 
the necessity for it had been discussed 
by Mr. Morgan and other members of 
the senate committee. Mr. Daniel ex­ 
pressed the opinion that, as the pre­ 
amble to the treaty calls for the attach­ 
ment of a copy of the act that attach­ 
ment was necessary to preserve the 
terms of the document intact. 
Sena­ 
tor Morgan contended that without 
this attachment the treaty was abso­ 
lutely invalid. 
Senators Teller and 
Hoar took the opposite view, urging 
that as the act was in existence and 
of record in the statutes of the United 
States, the physical annexation was 
of no consequence whatever. Senator 
Lodge, however, suggested that no in­ 
jury could result from the attachment 
of the act and unanimous consent was 
given. 
It was specifically stipulated, 
however, that this concession did not 
amount to an amendment of the treaty. 
Senator Morgan consumed the entire 
time of the remainder of the dosed 
session, discussing the canal question 
from various points of view and going 
over much ground he already had cov­ 
ered. Most of his speech was written, 
and when Senator Cullom asked him 
if the speech he was reading was a 
new- one or an old one, he replied with 
some manifestation of vexation that it 
was new, adding tljat he did not have 
to repeat isis addresses.
